He firſt of them all, is the Ile of Man, vntrucly by ſome 
men named Mon; by the anciencs called Dubonia, by 
Paulus Orea, Menenia, or rather Menante, and inthe 
eld country ſpeach, Manium, Before this time, there was a 
Towne in it, named Sodora, whereinthe Bulop of the Iles 
had his ſeat, It lies almoſt midway bet v Ireland and Cume 
bir, a Countrey of England, and Galloway, a Countrey of 
Scatland,2 4, myles — — 18. in breadth. Next vn- 
to Man, 1s Ailay, into the Firth of Clyde, an hard high craig 
on all ſider, excepr at an entry. It is neuer occupied by any 
man, but that at ſometimes there come a great number of 
Boats there to firh keeling, There are many Conies and ſea- 
fowles in it, ſpecially of chat kind, which wee call Solayne- 
Geeſe. It hath Carnik vpon the North=eaſt, Ireland ypon the 
North-weſt almoſt, and Kyneyre vpon the Sourh=caft, Foure 
and twenty myles from Ailfay, lies Arrane , almoſt direct 
North, 2 4. my les of length, & 16. of breadth, All the whole 
Hand riſeth in high and wild mountaynes, It u manured one» 
ly vpon che ſea ſide.

The (ca evecrs withinche land in di- 
vers parts of the land, making ſundry ſalt nter Loches, all 
plentitull of Herring, There is in it great commoditte of 
ſheepe, which feed at their pleaſure ypon the adder, and a» 
monꝑſt the buſhes and craigs, The lohabicenes gather them 
together euery yere once, eythet within ſome narrow toome, 
or clſe wu lun ſame flaik toldes, and there conforme tothe am 
cient cuſtome of the Countrey, they plucke off the wooit of 
them. 

T he moſt part of the Ine laid herecf, is moory ground: the 
ſupertice whereof is black, congealed together by long pro- 
greſſe of time, of moſſe and rotten wood, to the tluckueſſe of 
a foot, or thereabonrs t the vpper icrutte is caſt in long thicke 
Turtles, dry ed at the une, and fo vonne to make fire ot, and 
but nt in ſtead of wood.

Now follow the Les of Orkevay, lying ſcattered, partly in 
the Deucalidon ſea, partly in the Germane ſeas, towards the /

writers, both agree ſufficiently vpon their name; but yet ne- 
uer man (ſo far as I know) hath giuen any reaſon ot the lame, 
neither yet is it ſufficiently know ne, ho were the firſt poſlei- 
ſors thereof, All men notu ithſtanding, alledge their otiginall 
to be from Germany, but of which countrie they are dilcen- 
ded, none hath expelled: Vnleſſe we liſt ro coniecture from 
their ſpeach they ſometime ſpal e, and yet ſpeake the ancient 
language ot the Gothes, Sowe are of opinion, that they were 
Pights, chiefly perſwaded hereunto, through their deuiſion 
by the ſea named Perth, and Firth from Caithnes, who like» 
wiſe ſuppoſe, that the, Pights were of their originall Saxons, 
moued hereynto by the verſe of Claudius, taken out of his 7. 
Panegerick.

They haue little Nagges, lutle worth in appearance, but more 
Orkn#%y, able & mercelled for any turne, then men can belecue, There 
lr u no bind ot tree, no not fo much as a ſprig in Orienay except 
Horſe, Hadder: The cauſe hereof, ih hot ſo much in the àyre and

Mong many Commodities, that Scotland 
hath common with other Nations, it is not 
needfull torehearſe in this place, in reſpect 
oftheir particulars , declaredat length be- 
| fore: It is beautiſied with ſome rare gitts in 

n elfe, wonderfull to conſider, which 1 haue 
od not to obſcure (from thee good Reader) as for 


thought go 
example. 

In Orknay, beſides the great ſtore of ſheepe that feede vp- 
on the maine land thereot, the Ewes are of ſuch fecundity, 
chat at every lambing ti ne, hey produce at leaſt two, and or- 
dinarily three, There bee neither venemous or rauenous 
beaſts bred thete, nor do liue there, although they bee trauſ - 
ported thiche t. 

In Schetland, the Iles called Thulæ, at the time when the 
Sunne enters the Sigue of Cancer, forthe ſpace of twenty 
dayes, there appeares no night at all; and among the rockes 
thereof, growes the delectable Lambre, called Succinum: 
Where is alſo great te ſort of the beaſt called the Mertrik, the 
skinnes whereot are coſtiy turrings, 

In Rolle, there be great Mountaines of Marble, and A- 
labaſter, 

In the South of Scocland, ſpecially in the Countries adia- 
cent to England, there is a Dog of marucilous nature, called 
the duth- houadbecauſe, vhen as he is certified by wordes of 
Arte, ſpoken by his Maſter,what goods are (tolne, whether 

Horſe, ſheepe, r Neat; iuunediatly, he addreflech hum ſutidy 
to the ſent, and fullo veth with great i np tuoſitie, t tough all 
kind of ground and watet, by as many ambages as the theeues 
haue vſed, till he attame to their place — the be- 
neſit of the which Dog, the goods are recouered, But no 
of late hie is calledby a ne p. ular name, the Slouth-boun 1: 
Be caule, when as tlie people doe liue in ſlouth and 1 
— 
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and neither by the mſelues, or by the office of a good Herd, 
or by the ſuentzth of a good houle, they doe preſerye the 


oods , ſiom che incurſion of theeuts and robbers; then 
Fave they recourſe to the Dog, for reparation of their 
[louth, 

In the Weſt, and Nonl-weſt of Scotland, there is great 
repairing of a fow le, called the Erne, of a marucilous nature, 
and the people are vety curious and ſoliſt to catch him x hom 
thereafter they purze cft his wings, that he ſhall net be able to 
flieagaine, I his ſou le u of a huge quantitie : and although 
he be of a tauenous nature, like to the kind of Haulks, and be 
of that ſame qualitie , gluttonous, neuettheleſſe, the people 
doe giue him ſuch ſort of meate, as they thinke convenient, 
and ſuch a great quantity ata time, that hee liucs centented 
with that portion, for theſpace of fourteene, ſictee ne, or twen- 
ty day es, and ſome of them forthe ſpace ofa Moneth. The 
people that do ſo feede him, doe yſe him for this intent t That 
they may be furniſhed with the feathers of his wings, when 
hee coth caſt them, forthe garniſhing of their arro wes, ei- 
ther u hen they areatwarres, or at hunting: for thele fea» 
thers onely doe neuer receiuerayne, or water, as others 
doe, but remayne alwayes of a durable eſtate, and vncottup- 
ible, 

In all the Moore- land, and Mofſesland of Scotland, doth 
reſott the Blacke Cocke, a fowle of a marueylous beauty, and 
marue ilous bounty: for he is mo te delectable to eate, then a 
Capon, and of a greater quantity, cled with three ſorts of fleſhy 
of diuets colours, and diuert taſles, but all delectable to the 
vſe aud nouriture of man. 

In the tuo Riuets ot Dec and Done, beſides the maruey- 
lous plenty ot Salmon fiſhes gotten there, there is allo a mar- 
ueylous kindeof ſheb-fiihycalled the Hertie · muſſell, ot᷑ a great 
quantitie : u herein arc inge ndred innumerable faire 
full and dele ctable Pearles, copuenicne for the pleaſure of 
man, and proficable for the vie of Phiſik eʒ and ſome of them 
ſo fayre and poliſhed, that they be equall to any mirrour of 
the world, | 

And generally, by the providence of che Almighty God,

when dearth nod ſcarcity of victuals doe abound ia the land, 


then the fiſhes are moſt plentitully taken for ſupport of the 


e. 

In Gillo vy, che Loch, called Loch · myrton, although it be 
common to all freſh water to freeze in Winter, yet the one 
halfe ofthis Loch doth neuer freeze at any time. 

Ia the ſhire of Innernes : the Loch, called Loch-nes, and 
the river flowing from thence into the (ea, doth neuer freeze: 
But by the contrary,in the coldeſt dayes of Winter, the Loch 
and river au both ſeene to ſmoake andreeke, ſignifying vn · 
to vu, chat there is a Myne of Brimſtone vnder it, ofa hote 
qualitie. 

In Catrik, are Ryne, and Oxen, delicious to cate: but their 
fatnes is of a wondertull temperature: that although the fatne: 
of all other comeſtable beaſts, for the ordinary vie of man, doe 
congeale with the cold ayte: by the contrary, tlie fatneſſe of 
theſe beaſts is perpetually liqued like oyle, | 

The wood and Parke of Commernauld,is repleniſhed wi 
Kyne and Ovengandthoſe at all times to this day, haue deene 
wilde, and all ofthem of ſuch a perfect wonderfull whiteneſle, 
that there was neuer among all the huge number there, fo 
much as the ſmalleſt blacke ſpot found to be vpon one of their 
tkinnes, horne, or clooue. ä 

In the Parke of Halyrud-houſe, are Foxes, and Hares, of a 
wonderfull whiteneſſe, in great number. 

In Coyle, now called Kyle, ua rock, af the height of twelue 
foot, and aſmuch of bredth, called the Deaſe Craig. For al- 
though a man ſhould ccie neuet ſo low d, to his fellowgtrom the 
one hide tothe other, he is not heard, although he would make 
the noy ſe of a gunne, 

In thę countrey of Stratherne, a little aboue the old tone 
ofthe Pights, called Abirnethie, there is a marueilous Rock, 
called the Rockand ſtone,ofa reaſonable bignes, that it a man 
will puſh it with the leaſt motion of his finger, it will moue ve» 
ry hghely, but if he ſhall addreſſd his whole force, hee profices 

ug: lach moues many pedpleto be wonderfully merty, 
when they conſider ſuch contrariety, 


Lennon, is a great Loch, called Lock-lowmond, _

In Argyle,isa ſtone found in divers parts, the which layd 
ynder ſtraw or ſtubble, doth conſume them to fire, by che 
great heate thatit collects there. 
tn Buquhan, at the Caſtle of Slains is a caue, from the top 
whereot diſtilles water, which within ſhort time doch copgele 
to hard ones, wlute in colour, In this Countrey are no 
Rot tons ſeene at any time, altlough the land bee wonderfull 
fertill. 
In Lot hien, within tom les of Edinburgh, South ward, is 
a wel- pting, called, Samt Karherins wel, which flowes perpe · 
tually viha kinde ot blacke fatnefle, aboue che water: where · 
of Otoſcoridet makes mention. I his fatnes is called B 
aqui: ſupernatans. It u thought to proceed ot a fat myne of 
Coale, which is frequent in all Lotſuen, andſpecially of a forte 
of co ale, called vulgatly, the Parret coale: For as ſoone as it is 
laide in the ſire, it is ſo fat, and gunnny, that it renders an ex- 
ceeding great light, dropping, ty ing, luſaing. and making a 
great noyſe, with ſhedding and deuiding it ſelfe in the firey 
and of that maruey lous nature, that as ſoone air is laide in 
a quicke fire, immediately it conceyues a great flame, which 
is not common to any other fort of coale. T his fame, i of a 
maruey lous vertye: That as the coale, whereofproceedsyis 
ſudden to eonceiue fire, and flaine, ſo is this oyle cfa ſudden 
operation to heale all ſale (cabs and humour tliat tro able the 
outward skinof man, hereſoc uer it be, friõ tl middle vp ias 
7 : N common 
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tommouly thoſe of experience haue obſerued. All ſeabbeg 
in the head hands, are quickly healgd by the benefic of 
this oyle,and it renders a maruet! 0.45 nell. 

At Abirdenc 1862 well, ot marucylows good 0 uality to diſ. 
ſalut che ſtone, toe pellland from the reines and blad dergand 
good for te Collicke, 1 drunke in the Moneth ot luly, 
andatew layesof Auguſt, lictle in etiout in vertue, to the te. 
nowned water of the Spaw in A Hanie. 

In the North Seas of Scotland, are great cl»pges of timber 
feund 5 10 the whicly are marueylonuily ingendred a fort ot 
Geelc,called Clayk-geele, and 4 hang by the beake, till they 
be of perfection otttunes found, any ke t in aduvration for 
their rare forine of generativii, 

At Dumbartan, directly vuilerthe Cali, at the mouth of 
the Riuer ot Clyde, as it enters into the leagchere ate a tet 
ot Claik-geeſe, blacke of colou, uluen athe niglit tt ne doe 
gather reat quanuiue of the cross Ot tlie graile,gro lag vpon 
the land, and carrie the laine tothe ca, Ihen hey aflc 1-ble 
in a round, and with a wondrous cuctohtnic, do otter cuet y one 

his owne portion to the Sea-floud, and there attend vpon 


© the flowing of the ty de, til the grafl: be purified tom the treth 


taſte, and turned tothe tak: and leit any part thereof + 
ſhould eſcape, they labour to hold it in, with la- 
bour chen nebbes. Ihereafter orderly e- 
uery towle cates Ius portion, And this 
cultome they obletue perpetually, 
They are very fat, and very 
delicious to bee 
caten.
